Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Salford  during  the 
year  1906,  detailing  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  under  your  control. 


The  death  rate  for  this  year  was  18-5,  which  is  below 
the  average  of  the  past  five  years. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors,  in  dealing  with 
Infant  Mortality,  has  been  extended,  and  although 
Summer  Diarrhoea  was  very  prevalent  the  deaths  among 
Infants  only  reached  162  per  thousand  births. 


Much  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with  School 
Inspection,  and  Dr.  Butterworth  has  prepared  the  statis¬ 
tical  results  given  in  Part  IV.  of  this  report.

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  that  the  population 

of  the  County  Borough  of  Salford  was  234,077  in  the 

middle  of  1906,  and  this  number— which  is  ascertained  by 

assuming  that  the  population  of  the  Borough  continues 

to  increase  at  the  same  rate  as  in  the  decennium  1891  to 

1901  is  made  the  basis  on  which  the  various  Birth, 

Death,  and  Sickness  rates  mentioned  in  this  report  are 
calculated.

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The  natural  increase  of  the  population  for  the  year, 
that  is,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  2,737  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  estimated  increase  of  2,563. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  7,059  births  registered  in  the  Borough  in 
1906,  3,645  being  males  and  3,414  females,  giving  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  30  *2  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

This  is  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  106  births, 
or  a  reduction  in  the  birth-rate  of  0  *4  per  thousand. 

The  birth-rate  in  the  Regent  Road  District  was  31  *4  ; 
in  the  Greengate  District,  34  *3  in  Pendleton,  30  -3  ;  and 
in  Broughton,  24  *9. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  76  large  towns  averaged  27  *8, 
and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  27  -o  ;  as  com¬ 
pared  with  30  *2  in  Salford. 

There  were  216  births  registered  as  illegitimate,  or 
3  -I  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  illegitimate  births  in  the  various  districts  were— 
Regent  Road,  69  or  2  -9  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.

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Still  Births. — I  have  ascertained  from  the  Registrars 
of  the  Cemeteries  that  the  bodies  of  273  still-born  children 
have  been  buried.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that 
there  is  still  no  sign  of  legislation  to  compel  the  registration 
of  still  births.  At  the  recent  Conference  on  Infantile 
Mortality^  the  importance  of  the  compulsory  registration 
of  still  births  was  insisted  upon,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  representations  made  to  His  Majesty’s  Government 
will  bear  fruit  in  legislation. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  1906  was  4,322,  of  which  number  2,233  were 
males  and  2,089  females,  giving  a  death  rate  of  18  -5  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

There  were  986  deaths  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 

1,079  in  the  second,  1,141  in  the  third,  and  i,ii6  in  the 
fourth. 

The  accompanying  chart  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  weekly  from  all  causes,  and  from  zymotic 
diseases,  respectively. 

District  Mortality  Rates. — The  death-rate  in  the 
Regent  Road  District  was  19  -i  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  21  *4  the  average  for  the  preceding  five  years  and  18  -5 
the  death-rate  for  the  whole  Borough. 

fn  Greengate  the  death-rate  was^  22  *9  per  thousand, 
as  compared  with  26  -i  per  thousand  for  the  preceding  five 
years  ;  in  Pendleton  it  was  16  -o,  as  compared  with  18  -5  ; 
and  in  Broughton  15  *9,  as  compared  with  14  *5^  the 
average  for  the  preceding  five  years. 
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Thus  Regent  Road  and  Greengate  were  above  the 
average  for  the  Borough^  and  Pendleton  and  Broughton 
were  below  it. 

Deaths  at  Various  Ages. — These  are  shown  in  detail 
in  Tables  Nos.  3,  6,  and  12. 

Comparing  the  death-rates  with  the  previous  year^  it 
is  found  that  under  five  years  of  age  the  rate  is  61  *9  per 
thousand  against  56  7  ;  from  5  to  15  years  of  age  the 
rate  is  3  *6  against  3  *3  ;  from  15  to  25,  3  *5  against  3  *4  ; 
from  25  to  65,  14  7  against  14  -2  ;  and  over  65,  108  *5 
against  97  *4  per  thousand. 

Infant  Mortality. — There  were  1,141  deaths  of  in¬ 
fants  under  one  year  of  age  Registered  during  the  year^ 
giving  a  death-rate  of  162  per  thousand  births.  This  is 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year^  when  the  death-rate 
was  148  per  thousand  births^  but  is  still  considerably 
under  the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years,  which  was 
174  per  thousand  births.  The  increase  from  last  year 
was  due  entirely  to  the  Diarrhoea  which  was  so  prevalent 

in  the  Autumn. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  among  infants,  compared 
with  the  average  of  the  preceding  live  years  were

The  402  deaths  from  zymotic  disease  were  principally 
due  to  diarrhoea,  260  ;  enteritis,  57  i  tuberculosis,  52. 
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The  work  of  ^the  Visitors  of  the  Ladies’  Health 
Society  in  the  Greengate  District,  in  keeping  each  newly 
born  child  under  observation,  has  been  continued,  and  the 
information  contained  in  Tables  A,  B  and  C  has  been 
obtained. 

The  figures  with  reference  to  the  feeding  and  mor¬ 
tality  of  956  infants  kept  under  observation  are  given 
in  Table  A,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  among  the  956 
infants  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  the  death  rate  was 
only  119-2  per  thousand  as  compared  with  162  for  the 
whole  Borough.  Considering  that  the  work  is  confined 
to  the  poorest  districts  of  the  town,  this  result  of  our 
efforts  is  most  satisfactory.  Further  the  proportion  of 

breast  fed  infants  has  increased  from  83*4  to  87*8 _ this 

showing  one  good  influence  of  our  Health  Visitors.  As 
usual  the  effect  of  breast  feeding  even  if  only  partial,  is 
very  clearly  shown,  the  death-rate  among  children  fed 
from  the  bottle  alone  being  480  per  thousand,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  91  per  thousand  among  the  breast  fed. 

It  should  be  stated  that  10  out  of  the  124  deaths, 

shown  in  Table  B,  occurred  before  the  infants  received 

any  food,  and  9  others  before  they  came  under  observa¬ 
tion.

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There  were  32  illegitimate  children  among  the  967 
observed.  Of  these  9  died,  8  removed  out  of  the  district 
and  were  lost  sight  of,  and  15  lived  to  the  age  of  12  months. 

The  Visitors  again  report  that  there  is  increased 
willingness  on  the  part  of  mothers  to  accept  their  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  carry  them  out.  One  new  District  has  been 
opened  during  the  year,  and  I  hope  another  one  will  be 
opened  in  1907.  This  work  promises  so  well  that  there 
is  every  encouragement  to  extend  it.  It  will  be  seen  from 
from  Table  B  that  56  out  of  the  124  deaths  occurred  in 
the  first  three  months  of  life,  28  occurring  in  the  first 
month.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether  we  shall  ever  be 
able  to  influence  materially  those  occurring  in  the  first 
month  of  life,  except  by  advising  the  mother  as  to  the 
conduct  of  her  life  while  pregnant,  most  of  these  deaths 
being  primarily  due  to  the  debilitated  condition  of  the 
child  at  birth.  Comparing  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
among  those  visited,  and  the  total  for  the  Borough  we 
find  that  whereas  the  Borough  death  rate  from  diarrhoea  for 

infants  is  37  per  thousand  births  it  is  only  30  among 
those  visited. 

Table  No.  14  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  33 
Great  Towns  is  given,  and  Salford  is  25th  on  the  list. 

^^^pared  with  the  eight  Lancashire  Towns  as  regards 
Infantile  Mortality  Salford  stands  fourth,  the  rates  being 
Bolton  140,  Oldham  146,  Blackburn  156,  Salford  162, 

Manchester  167,  Liverpool  172,  Preston  199,  and  Burnley 
212. 

Senile  Mortality. — 739  or  17  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  were  those  of  persons  of  65  years  of  age  or  over 
this  is  one  per  cent,  more  than  last  year. 
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Of  these  II8  were  certified  to  have  died  from  old  age, 
109  from  heart  disease,  200  from  bronchitis,  43  from 
pneumonia,  and  88  from  brain  disease. 

Comparison  of  the  Death  Rate  in  Salford 

in  the  33  Great  Towns.— This  is  shown  in  Table  No.  14 
where  the  details  will  be  found. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  in  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  15  -4  per  thousand,  in  the  76  Great  Towns 
it  is  averaged  15  '9,  and  in  Salford  it  was  18  -5  per  thousand

Acute  Lung  Diseases.  —  From  bronchitis,  pneu¬ 
monia,  and  pleurisy,  880  deaths  were  registered,  against 
825  for  1905,  910  for  1904,  and  882  for  1903.'  From 
bronchitis  there  were  458  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
2  -0  per  1,000  persons  living,  while  from  pneumonia  there 
were  413  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  i  -8. 

From  respiratory  diseases  generally  there  were  62 
more  deaths  than  in  1905. 

Cancer.— There  were  177  deaths  registered  as  being 
due  to  cancer  or  malignant  disease,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
o  7  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  o  -6  of  last  year. 

Nervous  Diseases.— From  the  various  nervous  dis¬ 
eases  there  were  376  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  i  -6 
per  1,000,  as  compared  with  i  -6  in  1905,  i  7  in  1904,  i  -9 

m  1903,  and  2  -2  the  average  for  the  five  years  1898  to 
1902. 

Heart  Disease.— There  were  336  deaths  from  heart 
disease.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  i  -4  per  1,000,  com¬ 
pared  with  I  -6  for  1905,  I  -6  for  1904,  i  -4  for  1903,  and 
I  '4  the  average  for  the  five  years  1898  to  1902. 

Comparison  with  Decennial  Averages. — In  Table 
13  there  will  be  found  an  interesting  comparison  of  the 
deaths  from  various  specified  causes  in  1906,  with  the 
decennial  average  number  for  the  Borough,  and  from  this 
F  will  be  seen  that  in  three  diseases  only  was  there  an 

increase,  viz.,  measles  i,  diphtheria  12,  and  heart  disease 

14. 
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The  greatest  diminution  was  in  respiratory  diseases, 
which  were  112  below  the  average,  and  the  greatest  excess 
was  in  heart  diseases,  which  were  14  above  the  average.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  total  number  of  cases-  of  infectious  disease 
notified  to  the  Health  Department,  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act  for  the  year  1906,  was  1,725 
which  is  48  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  88  below 
the  average  for  the  preceding  five  years. 

There  were  904  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  432  of  diph¬ 
theria,  and  225  of  enteric  fever.  Full  details,  for  com¬ 
parison,  of  these  figures  with  preceding  years  will  be 
found  in  Table  No.  18,  but  it  may  be  here  stated  that 
these  numbers  show  with  the  exception  of  diphtheria 
and  enteric,  a  decrease  from  those  of  1905,  and  also  with 
the  exception  of  diphtheria  and  enteric,  a  decrease  from 
the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  death  rate  from  the  seven  zymotics  for  the  year 
was  3  2  per  thousand,  compared  with  2  '5  m  1905,  4  -3  for 
1904,  2-8  for  1903,  and  2-6  for  1902.  These  figures 
include  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  measles,  and  whooping 
cough,  in  addition  to  the  notifiable  diseases. 

Particulars  as  to  sickness  from  the  non-notifiable 
infectious  diseases  cannot  be  given,  but  the  particulars  of 
mortality  are  as  follows  : —

The  accompanying  chart  shows  the  weekly  incidence 
of  the  6ases  notified,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
highest  number  in  any  one  week  was  55,  which  occurred 
in  the  42nd  week  (October),  and  the  lowest  number  was 
15  in  the  9th  week  (March) .  In  1905  the  highest  num  er 
was  47  in  the  nth  week,  and  the  lowest  19  m  the  4th  an 

8th  weeks. 

Comparison  with  England  and  Wales,  &c.— The 

mortality  rates  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  measles,  and  diarrhoea,  are  given  in  Table  No. 
24  where  they  are  compared  with  the  similar  rates  for 
England  and  Wales,  the  76  Great  Towns,  and  London. 

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  small  pox  has  occurred  dining  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  904  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during 
iqo6.  This  number  is  less  by  56  than  that  for  the  pre 
ceding  year  and  64  fewer  than  the  average  for  the  pre 

ceding  five  years. 

The  attack  rate  is  therefore  38  -6  per  10,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  41-5  lor  the  preceding 

year.

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In  respect  of  age  scarlet  fever  showed  itself  to  be 
mainly  a  disease  of  youth,  58  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occur¬ 
ring  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  8  per  cent,  were 
over  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  34  per  cent,  were  children 
under  five  years  of  age.  The  mortality,  as  ^ug  ® 
expected,  is  much  the  heaviest  among  the  latter,  being 
q  -5  per  cent  of  the  cases,  whereas  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  fifteen  and  over  fifteen  the  mortality  was  2  -5 


per  cent.

With  regard  to  age^  370  cases  or  86  per  cent,  were 
children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  187  cases  or  43  per 
cent,  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  the  mortality 
amongst  the  latter  class  being  very  heavy,  the  deaths 
reaching  the  large  proportion  of  35  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

In  respect  to  district,  179  cases  occurred  in  Regent 
Road  district,  79  in  Greengate,  79  in  Pendleton,  and  95 
in  Broughton.  The  attack  rate  was  highest  in  Regent 
Road,  being  24  -o  per  10,000  persons  living,  and  the  lowest 
in  Greengate,  where  it  was  15  *0  per  10,000. 

During  the  year  155  specimens  were  forwarded  by 
the  medical  practitioners  to  Professor  Delepine  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  Where  a  positive  result  is  obtained, 
an  immediate  and  distinct  advantage  is  gained  by  practi¬ 
tioner  and  patient,  as  it  is  usually  followed  up  at  once 
by  anti-toxin  injections. 

A  negative  result  is  unfortunately  not  decisive  in 
diphtheria,  but  the  following  table  will  show  that  the 
cases  giving  a  negative  result  were  evidently  of  a  less 
serious  character. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  Practitioners  do  not  take  more 
advantage  of  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  of 
swabs  from  the  throats  of  cases  or  suspected  cases  of 
Diphtheria.

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  225  cases  of  enteric  fever  notified  during 
1906,  which  is  an  increase  of  83  when  compared  with  1905, 
and  an  increase  of  16,  the  average  of  the  preceding  five 
years.  This  gives  an  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of 
96  per  100,000  persons  living.  Out  of  the  225  cases,  41 
died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  18  per  cent. 

The  cases  were  most  numerous  in  the  month  of 
October,  reaching  their  highest  point,  22  cases,  in  the 
42nd  week  ;  they  were  least  numerous  in  the  months 
of  June  and  August.  On  referring  to  the  accompanying 
chart,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Autumnal  rise  was  well 

marked. 
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With  regard  to  age,  the  cases  were  most  numerous  in 
the  age  period  25  to  65  years,  the  number  (106)  being  47 
per  cent,  of  the  total  cases.

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PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  21  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during 
the  year,  of  which  7  occurred  in  Regent  Road  District, 
2  in  Greengate,  4  in  Pendleton,  and  8  in  Broughton. 

There  were  7,059  births  during  the  year,  so  that  the 
attack  rate  was  o  -3  per  cent. 

Of  these  cases  6  died,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  29 
per  cent. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

There  were  142  cases  of  erysipelas  during  the  year 
1906,  as  against  176  in  1905,  168  in  1904,  161  in  1903, 
164  in  1902,  230  in  1901,  179  in  1900,  and  153  m  1899. 

There  appears  to  be  very  little  advantage  from  the 
notification  of  this  disease,  as  nothing  of  a  preventive 
nature  can  be  accomplished  by  the  Health  Department. 

MEASLES. 

There  were  185  deaths  from  measles  during  the  year, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  79  per  100,000  living.  This  rate  is 
more  than  double  the  number  for  last  year,  which  was 
31  ;  the  numbers  for  the  preceding  five  years  being  1900, 
57  ;  1901,  51  ;  1902,  68  ;  1903,  57  I 

An  arrangement  is  in  existence  with  the  officials  of 
the  Education  Committee,  who  advise  the  department  of 
every  case  of  this  disease  coming  to  their  notice.  The 
cases  are  then  visited,  and  the  parents  advised  as  to  the 
precautions  to  be  taken. 

Leaflets  are  issued  and  distributed  by  the  Health 
Visitors  pointing  out  the  dangerous  character  of  the 
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disease,  and  advising  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  its  spread. 

On  November  29th,  a  special  report  was  presented  to 
the  Committee  on  the  mortality  from  measles  during 
the  year,  as  follows  : — 

The  total  deaths  from  measles  for  the  weeks  of 
the  year  up  to  the  present  time  number  160,  namely, 
8  in  the  first  quarter,  70  in  the  second  quarter,  66  in  the 
third  quarter,  and  16  in  the  first  6  weeks  of  the  last  quarter. 

“  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  measles  in  the 
Borough  for  the  10  years  ending  1904  was  198,  as  shown 
in  Table  ii  of  my  last  Annual  Report,  and  there  is  every 
reasonable  prospect  that  the  deaths  in  the  present  year 
will  be  considerably  under  the  average. 

“  Small  outbreaks  have  occurred  in  various  parts  of 
the  Borough  in  May,  June,  July,  and  August.  These 
were  connected  with  the  following  Infant  Schools:— 
London  Street,  Pendleton  ;  St.  Sebastian’s,  Pendleton  ; 
St.  George  s,  Pendleton  ;  St.  James’,  Broughton  ;  Marl¬ 
borough  Road,  Broughton  ;  and  St.  Cyprian's,  Regent. 

No  one  of  these  became  serious  in  its  dimensions, 
and  they  were  easily  controlled  by  the  ordinary  methods 
we  have  adopted  in  these  cases,  namely  ; — 

“  I.  The  daily  examination  of  the  children  in  Infant 
Schools  affected,  with  the  immediate  exclusion 
of  any  child  showing  the  slightest  sign  of  ill- 
health,  and  also  of  any  child  coming  from  an 
infected  house. 

“  2.  The  distribution  of  the  leaflets  attached  hereto.

“  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  any  Schools,  and 
in  my  opinion  the  method  we  adopt  is  much  more  effica¬ 
cious  than  school  closing  in  controlling  an  outbreak  of 

measles.” 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  52  deaths  from  whooping  cough  during 
the  year,  50  of  which  occurred  among  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  The  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  22  per 
100,000  persons  living,  as  compared  with  19  for  1905,  and 
43  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  23  per  100,000,  and  the  average 
for  the  76  great  towns  was  28. 

In  Regent  Road  District  there  were  12  deaths,  15  in 
Greengate,  8  in  Pendleton,  and  17  in  Broughton.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  there  were  534  deaths  from  phthisis 
and  other  tubercular  diseases. 

In  every  case  of  death  from  phthisis  the  house  is 
visited,  and  consent  to  thorough  disinfection  is  requested. 
Disinfection  is  then  carried  out  free  of  charge.  Leaflets 
of  precautions  to  be  taken  have  been  supplied  to  all  the 
medical  men  with  a  request  that  they  would  give  them  to 
their  patients,  and  the  lady  visitors  have  visited  the 
houses  of  the  sick,  and  given  instructions  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

To  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of  difficult  cases  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  also  arranged  for  the  examination  of  speci¬ 
mens  of  sputum,  &c.,  free  of  charge  to  the  medical  prac- 
titioners. 

There  were  84  specimens  examined  bacteriologically 
during  the  year.

MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE, 

Isolation.— Out  of  the  total,  1,725  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year,  1,218,  or  71  per  cent, 
were  removed  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  and  there 

isolated. 

Disinfectioiic — All  infected  bedding  has  been  stoved 
in  the  steam  disinfector. 

During  the  year  four  schools  were  disinfected,  in 
consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  measles  and  diphtheria. 

Bacteriology. — 379  specimens  in  suspected  cases  of 
enteric  fever,  diphtheria,  and  phthisis  have  been  sent  to 
Professor  Delepine,  of  the  Owens  College,  for  examina¬ 
tion,  and  the  following  is  the  result  of  the  work  done 

during  the  year  1906  : 

Enteric  Fever.— 140  examinations  made,  positive 
reactions  obtained  56,  or  40  *0  per  cent. 
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Diphtheria.— 155  examinations  made,  and  the  speci¬ 
fic  baccilli  were  found  in  60  cases,  or  38  *7  per 
cent. 

Phthisis.  84  tests  were  made,  and  tubercle  bacilli 
were  found  in  34  cases,  or  40  *5  per  cent.

The  staff  of  the  Department  consists  of  an  Assistant 
Medical  Ofhcep  a  Veterinary  Surgeon,  and  i6  Inspectors, 
including  two  Female  Inspectors.  There  are  also  nine 
Female  Visitors  working  jointly  with  this  Department  and 
the  Ladies'  Health  Society. 

Systematic  Inspection  and  Abatement  of  Nuisances. — 

The  systematic  inspection  of  the  Borough  was  conducted 
during  the  year  1906,  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous 
years,  and  with  satisfactory  results.  The  result  of  the 
inspections  may  be  gathered  from  a  perusal  of  the  ‘  ^  Regis¬ 
ter  of  Work  Done,"  which  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of 
this  section  of  the  report.  It  shows  that  the  number 
of  complaints  received  at  the  office  of  the  Department 
was  2,677,  compared  with  2,909  received  in  1905  ; 
also  that  8,814  dwelling-houses  were  inspected  during 
the  year,  and  that  44  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated. 
947  house-drains  were  repaired,  3,486  were  reconstructed, 
429  properly  trapped,  9  waste  pipes  disconnected 
from  drains,  also  53  rain-water  pipes.  In  respect  to 
water-closets,  2,391  new  ones  were  provided,  and  two 
were  properly  ventilated,  7  soil  pipes  were  also  ventilated. 
88  houses  were  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
288  seizures  were  made  of  meat  unfit  for  food,  which 
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included  animals  that  had  died  in  transit  to  the  market, 
and  894  samples  of  food  were  purchased  for  the  purpose 

of  analysis. 

Springfield  Lane.— The  scheme  for  76  tenements 
referred  to  in  my  last  report  has  been  abandoned,  as  it 
•  was  found  when  tenders  were  obtained  that  it  would 
cost  £296  per  tenement  to  carry  out,  and  this  was  con¬ 
sidered  much  too  expensive. 

A  scheme  was  then  prepared  for  the  erection  of 
•  cottages,  which  was  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  contract  has  been  let,  and  it  is  hoped  the 
cottages  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1907.

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Tuberculosis  in  Milk. — Twenty-four  samples  of  milk 
were  tested  bacteriologically  at  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory.  Twenty- two  were  found  ‘  ‘  not  to  cause  tuber¬ 
culosis  ”  and  two  were  found  ^Ho  cause  tuberculosis.” 
These  two  cases  were  followed  up  by  Mr.  Mitchell  the 
Veterinary  Inspector.  The  two  cows  on  two  respective 
farms  were  immediately  removed  from  the  milking  stock. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs.— 894  samples  have  been 
purchased  for  analysis  during  the  year,  and  i  7  per  cent, 
of  these  proved  to  be  adulterated.  474  these  samples 
were  obtained  in  an  unofficial  manner  in  order  to  find 
out  fraudulent  dealers,  especially  in  the  sale  of  butter 

and  margarine. 

One  case  of  fraudulent  abstraction  of  milk  from  a 
milk  can  and  substitution  of  water  at  the  railway  station 
occurred.  The  milk  was  abstracted  by  another  milk 
dealer  who  on  prosecution  was  fined  £20  and  costs. 

Tinned  Goods. — Sixteen  samples  of  tinned  goods  have 
been  procured,  namely  : — 2  of  salmon,  i  of  rabbit,  i  of 
lobster,  2  of  tongue,  i  of  veal,  ham  and  tongue,  i  of  roast 
(paste)  beef,  i  of  roast  mutton,  i  of  sardines,  i  of  pine¬ 
apple,  I  of  tomatoes,  and  i  of  apricots. 

These  were  submitted  to  the  Analyst,  who  reported 
as  follows : — 

All  the  tinned  goods  have  been  of  first-class  quality. 
I  could  not  find  anything  objectionable  in  any  of  them. 

''  Some  of  the  fruits  contained  traces  of  tin.  This  is 
to  be  expected,  from  the  acid  liquors  acting  upon  the 
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tin  plate.  It  was  not,  however,  there  in  dangerous  quan¬ 
tities. 

Some  of  the  meats  contained  Boric  Acid  from  20  to 
22  grains  to  the  one  pound.  In  all  cases  artificial  colouring 
matter  was  absent.” 

Shop  Hours  Acts. — The  number  of  shops  on  the 
register  was  505,  a  decrease  of  18. 

There  were  775  young  persons  under  18  years  of  age 
on  the  register. 

In  November  1905  an  Order  was  made  under  the  Shop 
Hours  Act,  1904,  respecting  boot  retailers.  1^677  visits 
were  made  under  this  Order,  and  several  persons  were 
found  to  have  offended  against  the  provisions  of  the 
Order.  Seven  were  prosecuted  and  fines  amounting  to 
£4  2s.  6d.  'mposed. 

The  trade  found  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the 
Order,  which  in  the  first  instance  they  had  themselves 
suggested,  so  seriously  hamper  their  business  that  they 
petitioned  the  Council  for  its  revocation,  and  it  was  re¬ 
voked  on  December  22nd.

There  are  62  midwives  on  the  register  practising 
in  Salford.  These  are  regularly  visited,  and  their  books, 
instruments,  &c.,  inspected  by  the  Lady  Inspector  under 
:  upervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  midwives 
are  encouraged  to  consult  with  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  when  cases  of  difficulty  arise. 

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

Particulars  as  to  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  firms 
during  the  year  1906,  and  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee — 

37  notices  were  issued. 

25  firms  were  summoned  by  the  Health  Committee 
fo;  smoke  nuisance  during  the  year  1906, 
and  fined  in  the  aggregate  £44, 

5  summonses  were  issued  and  withdrawn  by 
order  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Complaints  have  been  numerous  as  to  the  nuisance 
arising  from  smoke  from  locomotive  engines  on  the  Lan¬ 
cashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  found  in  taking 
observations  from  particular  engines,  but  in  three  cases 
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the  Company  were  prosecuted  and  fined  40s.,  40s  and  /s 
respectively.  ' 

Locomotive  engines  on  the  road  have  also  been  the 
cause  of  nuisance,  and  one  person  was  fined  40s.  and 
costs  for  permitting  dense  smoke  therefrom. 

During  the  year  1906,  3,662  smoke  observations  have 
been  made,  as  against  3,342  in  the  year  1905,  and  2,230 
in  the  year  1904. 

527  stokers  and  others  were  cautioned  by  the  In¬ 
spector  for  negligence  in  firing  the  furnaces  under  their 
charge  ,  at  the  same  time  80  firms  were  reported  to  and 
dealt  with  by  the  Health  Committee  ;  also  527  cautionary 
notices  were  issued  to  firms  with  a  table  of  smoke  observa¬ 
tions  taken  from  their  chimneys.

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Several  chimneys  have  been  raised  during  the  year, 
particularly  in  connection  with  small  workshops,  wash- 
houses  and  greenhouses. 

Diseases  of  Animals. — No  case  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease,  Pleuro-Pneumonia,  Anthrax,  Glanders  or  Rabies 
occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1906. 

Swine  Fever. — There  was  one  outbreak  of  Swine 
Fever  during  the  year  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  Barrett, 
Ford  Lane,  Pendleton.  Three  pigs  died,  and  22  were 
slaughtered  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  The  carcases 
were  all  distroyed  in  the  destructor. 

Parasitic  Mange. — There  were  two  outbreaks  of 
this  disease,  two  horses  being  affected. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  were  20  slaughter  houses 
in  use  during  1906,  being  the  same  number  as  in  the 
previous  year.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  by 
the  Veterinary  Inspector  and  the  District  Inspectors. 

Shippons. — There  were  12  shippons  accommodating 
252  cows— in  use  in  the  year  1906,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  in  1905.  These  have  been  kept  under  observa- 

tion. 

Pig  Keeping. — As  usual  in  large  towns  pig  keeping 
proved  a  nuisance,  particularly  in  two  cases.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  applied  for  orders  for  the  removal  of  the  pigs,  but 
the  Council  deferred  granting  them  as  a  great  improvement 
had  taken  place.  If  this  improvement  is  not  maintained 
no  doubt  the  orders  will  be  issued,  and  the  pig  keepers 
compelled  to  discontinue.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Schools  are  visited  regularly  and  children  rapidly 
inspected.  Children  suffering  from  physical  or  mental 
defects  are  noted.  The  attention  of  the  Medical  Inspec¬ 
tor  is  also  drawn  to  these  cases  by  the  teachers. 

If  a  more  detailed  medical  examination  is  required 

parents  are  invited  to  bring  the  child  to  the  Education 
Offices. 

If  as  a  result  of  this  further  examination  it  is  decided 
that  medical  treatment  is  required  as  apart  from  some 
modification  of  school  attendance,  the  parents  are  advised 
to  see  medical  men,  either  private  or  hospital.  There 
is  no  difficulty  in  the  majority  of  cases  in  obtaining  the 
co-operation  of  the  parents,  lack  of  knowledge  or  means 
being  the  most  common  obstacle  in  the  way  of  obtaining 
medical  treatment  rather  than  mere  inertia. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers  also  refer  children 
for  medical  examination. 

The  following  Infectious  Diseases— Small  Pox,  Ty¬ 
phus  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
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Measles,  German  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Chicken 
Pox,  Mumps,  Ringworm  and  Ophthalmia  are  notified 
by  the  Head  Teachers  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

If  the  information  obtained  in  this  way  suggests 
the  possibility  o'  School  infection  the  School  is  visited 
and  each  scholar  examined.  The  children  having  symp¬ 
toms  of  any  of  these  diseases  are  excluded. 

Children  with  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  are  ex¬ 
cluded  from  School  for  a  minimum  period  of  three  weeks 
or  until  they  are  convalescent.  Other  children  in  the 
same  house  who  have  not  had  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough 
are  excluded. 

Children  from  houses  where  there  are  cases  of  Small 
Pox,  Typhus  Fever/ Enteric  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  are  excluded  for  a  fortnight  after  disinfection 
of  the  house.  The  actual  time  of  exclusion  varies,  and 
depends  whether  the  patient  is  nursed  at  home  or  sent 
to  the  Fever  Hospital.  If  the  former  the  house  is  disin¬ 
fected  when  the  patient  is  convalescent.  If  the  latter 
immediately  after  the  removal  of  the  patient.

Anthropometric  Measurements. — In  1904  the  Physi¬ 
cal  Instruction  Sub-Committee  decided  to  have  the  meas¬ 
urements  of  boys  taken  in  six  Elementary  Schools,  A,  B, 

C,  D,  E,  F.  The  Schools  A,  D,  E,  are  situated  in  better 
districts  than  Schools  B,  C,  F. 

The  boys  were  measured  at  the  following  age  periods _ 

Between  7  years  9  months  and  8  years  3  months. 
Between  9  years  9  months  and  10  years  3  months. 
Between  12  years  9  months  and  13  years  3  months. 
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This  method  gives  three  age  periods  the  average  of 
which  is  in  each  School,  approximately,  8,  lo,  and  13 
years.  The  measurements  are  therefore  almost  strictly 

comparable. 

Each  teacher  was  asked  to  make  lists  of  the  boys  of 
these  ages  in  his  own  class.  These  lists  were  checked 
by  the  head  teacher  and  by  myself  at  the  time  of  examina¬ 
tion.  The  possibility  of  boys  ’of  other  ages  being  included 
was  thus  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  measurements  were  taken  as  follows — 

Height,  without  boots,  standing  erect,  knees 
braced,  hands  by  side,  heels  together,  feet 
forming  an  angle  of  6o°. 

Weight,  all  clothes  removed  except  trousers  and 
stockings. 

Chest,  standing  erect,  arms  stretched  out  level 
with  the  shoulders,  with  palms  upwards, 
the  lower  edge  of  the  tape  being  placed  level 
with  the  nipples.  Several  deep  inspirations 
and  expirations  were  taken  and  the  maximum 
and  minimum  girth  recorded. 

A  preliminary  examination  of  the  weights  of  various 
articles  of  clothing  worn  by  boys  was  made,  and  the  aver¬ 


age  results  were  as  follows — 

Increase  in  height  due  to  boots .  i  inch.

The  Health  Committee  desires  to  draw  attention 
to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Physical  Deterioration 
presented  by  command  of  His  Majesty,  to  both  Houses 
of  Parliament,  in  which  attention  is  called  to  the  serious 
effects  of  the  Excessive  use  of  Alcohol,  whether  contained 
in  Beer  Wine,  or  Spirits. 

The  Report  states  that  the  abuse  of  Alcoholic  Liquors 
is  a  most  potent  and  deadly  agent  of  physical  deterioration. 

Alcohol  when  taken  in  large  amount  acts  as  a  narcotic 

drug. 

Intemperance  in  Alcoholic  Liquors  impairs  the  power 
for  work  both  of  mind  and  body. 

Intemperance  supplies  many  Recruits  to  the  Prison, 
the  Workhouse,  and  the  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Intemperance  in  Parents  often  brings  loant  and  disease 
to  the  Children. 

When  taken  habitually^  beyond  certain  small  total 
daily  amounts.  Alcohol  is  a  Chronic  Poison  and  injures 
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the  neyvous  system^  the  heayt^  the  lungs^  the  digestive 
organs j  and  the  muscles. 

Intemperate  persons  are  specially  liable  to  be  attacked 
by  consumption. 

They  die^  in  great  numbers,  in  what  should  be  the 
prime  of  life,  from  the  effects  on  the  vital  organs  of  repeated 

doses. 

When  they  are  attacked  by  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis, 
Erysipelas,  or  any  infectious  disease,  their  chances  of 
recovery  are  much  reduced.
